BLOOMINOTON, ILL., April 10,—K«v 


John L. Jackson, pastor of the Firs 
Baptist Church, of this city, of late has 
been annoyed to considerable extent bj 
the prohibition members of his congrega 
tion, and a division of the congregation 
is threatened. Three weeks ago las 
Sunday Mrs. Helen M. Gougar, the pro- 
hibition enthusiaist of Lafeyette, lecture* 
and in coarse of her remarks said: "'. 
have greater respect for a saloon-keeper 


yea, 
the devil, hoof and horns, than '. 


have for a minister who does not vote thi 
Prohibition ticket." The following Sun 
day Dr. Jackson delivered a sermon upon 
temperance, taking issue with Mrs. Gou 
dar m her abuse of believers in license 
which had the effect to displease the Pro- 
hibitionists of his congregation. At the 
Wednesday evening prayer meeting las 
week, David D. Haggard, a member of 
Jackson's church, made prohibition talk 
and sought to test the complexion of the 
congregation by asking those in favor of 
prohibition to rise, whereupon his fol- 
lowers arose. Dr. Jackson took this as 
assault upon him, and considerable feel- 
ing between the members has been en 
gendered. At the prayer meeting laet 
night asenssof resolutions were adopted 
indorsing the course of Dr. Jackson, and 
including the following: 


"Resolved. That this church hence- 


forth refuse to recognize any effort on 
the part of its members, either by resolu- 
tion or othewise, to adopt measures 
pledging of membership to the support 
of the priciples of any political party or 
parties" 


The Prohibitionists dissented, and to- 


day the cold-water disciples made mani 
test their feeling by promulgating the 
following: 


Dr. Bishop and many others of the 


ohuroh protest!rVigorously against that 
part of Dr. Jackson's sermon which was 
devoted to an attack on the third party, 
and to a plea licenising the liquor traffic.

American Conference had under consid- 
eration yesterday the report of the com- 
mittee on general welfare. 
The full 


text of the report is as follows: 


ARTICLE 1. The republics of Central and 


South America and Haytl, hereby ad<7pt 
arbitration as a principle of American 
International law for tbe settlement of all 
differences, disputes or controversies be- 
tween two or more of them. 


Art 2. Arbitration shall be obligatory In 


controversies concerning diplomatic eti- 
quette, boundaries, territories, indemnities, 
the right of navigation, and the validity, 
construction and enforcement of treaties. 


Art H. Arbitration should be equally obli- 


gatory In all cases other than those men- 
tioned In the foregoing article whatever 
may be their origin, nature or occasion; 
with the single exception mentioned In the 
neit following artlcla 


Art. 
4, The exception above referred to 


H"hall be when. In the opinion of a nation, its 
Independence may bo endangered by tbe 
result of arbitration; for such nation arbi- 
tration shall be optional, but compulsory 
for the adversary powers If required. 


Art. 
5. All controversies or differences, 


with the exception stated in Article 4, 
whether pending or hereafter arising shall 
be submitted to arbitration, oven though 
they may have originated In occurrences 
antedating tho present treaty. 


Art. 
6. \o questions shall be revived by 


virtue ol' this treaty, concerning which a 
definite treaty shall already have been 
reached. In such oases arbitration shall be 
resorted to only for the settlement of ques- 
tions concerning the validity, interpreta- 
tion or enforcement of such agreements. 


Art. 
7 Any government may serve In the 


capacity of arbitrator -which maintains 
friendly relations with the nation opposed 
to the one selecting It The office of arbi- 
trator may also bo Intrusted to tribunals of 
Justice, to scientific bodies, to public offi- 
cials or to private Individuals, whether citi- 
zens or not of the states selecting them. 


Art. 8. The court of arbitration may con- 


sist of one or more persons. If one person, 
ho shall be selected Jointly by the nations 
concerned. It of several persons, their se- 
lection may be Jointly made by the nations 
concerned. Should no choice be made, each 
nation claiming a distinct Interest In the 
question at Issue shall have the right to ap- 
point one arbitrator on Its own behalf. 


Art. 
il. Whenever the court shall consist of 


an even number of arbitrators, tho nations 
concerned shall appoint an umpire.who shall 
decide all questions upon which the arbi- 
trators may disagree. If tho nations inter- 
ested fall to agree in tho selection of an um- 
pire, such empire shall be selected by the 
arbitrators already appointed. 


Art. 
10. The appointment of an umpire, 


and his acceptance, shall take place before 
the arbitrators enter upon the hearing of 
thequcatlon In dispute. 


Art. 
11. The uraplio shall not act as a 


member of the court, but his duties and 
powers shall bo limited to the decision of 
questions upon which tho arbitrators shall 
be unable to agree. 


Art. 
1^ Should an arbitrator, or an um- 


pire be prevented front serving by reason 
of doath, resignation or othor cause, such 
arbitrator or umpire shall be replaced by a 
substitute to bo selected In the same man- 
ner In which tho original arbitrator or um- 
pire shall have been chosen. 


Art. 
1-1. Tho court shall hold Its sessions at 


such place as the parties In Interest may 
agree upon and in caso of disagreement or 
failure to name a place, the court Itself may 
determine tho location. 


Art 14. When tho court shall consist of 


several arbitrators, a majority of the whole 
number may act, notwithstanding the ab- 
sence or withdrawal of tho minority. In 
such case the majority shall continue In the 
performance of their duties until tney shall 
have reached a final determination of the 
questions submitted for their consideration. 


Art. 
lo —1 he decision of a majority of the 


whole number of arbitrators shall be final 
upon tho mum and incidental issues, unless 
In the agreement to arbitrate it shall have 
been expressly provided that unanimity is 
essential. 


Art. 
18. Tho general expenses of arbitiu- 


tlon proceedings .shall be paid in equnl 
proportion by the governments that uie 
parties thereto; but expenses incurred by 
cither party In the preparation and prose- 
cution of Its case shall be defrayed by it in- 
dividually. 


Ait. 17. Whenever disputes arise 
the 


nations Involved shall appoint courts of 
arbitration 
in accordance with tbo pro- 


visions of Wie preceding articles. Only by 
the mutual and free consent of all such 
nations muj 
those provisions bo disre- 


garded, and courts of arbitration appointed 
under different arrangements 


Art 18. This treaty shall remain In force 


for twenty years from the date of the ratifi- 
cations. After the expiration of that period 
It shall continue in operation until one of 
the contracting parties shall have notified 
all tho others of its deslro to terminate it. 
In tho event of such notice tho treaty shall 
continue obllg.itory upon tho party giving 
it for at least ono year thereafter, but the 
withdrawal of one nation shall not Invalid- 
ute the treaty with respect to tho other na- 
tions concerned. 


Art. 
18. This treaty shall be ratified by 


all the nations appiovfng It, according to 
their respective constitutional methods, 
and the ratifications shall bo exchanged In 
tho city of Washington on or before the first 
day of May, 
IS'H. Any other nation may ac 


cept this treaty and become a party thereto, 
by signing a copy thereof and depositing 
the same with the government of the United 
States, wlieroupon the said Government 
shall communicate this fact to the other 
contracting parties.

The World'* Fair Bill. 


WASHINGTON-, April 12.—Senator Haw- 


ley yesterday, from the select commit- 
tee on the World's Fail-, reported favor- 
ably to the Senate, with amendments, 
the House bill providing for holding the 
World's Fair. 


Tho Senate committee amended sec- 


tion eight of the bill by adding the fol- 
lowing: 


Section 8.—The President Is hereby au- 


thorlFed and empowered to hold a naval 
review In New York harbor, In April. 1893; 
and to extend to foreign nations an Invita- 
tion to »end alups of war to Join tlie United 
States Navy In rendezvous at Hntuptoii 
Koads, and proceed thence to said review. 


The President is further empowered 


and directed to mako arrangements for 
the unveiling of a statue of Christopher 
Columbus at Washington, with appro- 
priate ceremony and civil and military 
parade, under his general direction, af- 
ter said naval review, and not less than 
five days before the opening of the ex- 
pedition, and to invite the attendance 
thereat of foreign representatives. 
A 


few other minor changes were also 
made. 


A Bootless Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON. April 13.—A sub-com- 


mittee of the Senate committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds resumed its 
examination of witnesses yesterday ^i 
connection with th. charge that Mr.

A Keeper Assaulted and Cruelly Beaten 


—Escape of the Prisoners and Theif 


Recapture Several Miles From 


the Prison. 


SING SINO, N. Y., April 12.—At three 


o'clock yesterday 
afternoon 
Deputy 


Warden Connaushton, of the State 
prison, saw L,eander See, one of the 
guards, crawling down the stairs in the 
prison covered with blood, his clothing 
torn and his hand tightly bound with 
rope. 
He had been assaulted by some 


of the convicts and an escape made from 
the prison. 


Keeper See had taken James Kelly 


and Michael Feeney, two convicts, to 
clean the old female prison prior to 
locking 
the 
prisoners up 
for 
the 


night. 
As they entered the build' 


ing, 
Kelly saw 
August Clint, 
the 


only convict in the building cleaning 
lamps. 
Kelly grabbed Clint and thrsw 


him into a cell and locked the door. 
Feeney grappled with the guard and • 
desperate struggle ensued. Before See 
could draw his revolver or make any 
outcry he was knocked down by a blow 
on the head with a hammer given by 
Kelly. 
Ills keys and revolver were 


taken from him and he was beaten into 
insensibility and bound band and foot 
Kelly and Feoney then went to Keepei 
Piers' room and donned two suits ol 
Piers' clothing, and going down stuirs 
unlocked a side door and made for the 
woods towards Now York City. 


On recovering consciousness, Keeper 


See managed to loosen tho rope and 
crawled down stairs. Warden Brush 
called out the reserve guard, and armed 
with carbines they began the search for 
tho escaped men. About dusk they 
came up with the men several miles 
from the prison in the woods. They 
were ordered to threw up their bands, 
which they did, and were quickly hand- 
cuffed and taken back to the prison. 


The guard will receive the standing 


reward offered by the State of 650 for 
tho re-capture of each escaped prisoner. 


Keeper See, although badly Injured, 


will recover. He was taken to the 
prison hospital. Feenoy is serving a 
ten-year sentence. Kelly served twenty 
years in Clinton prison and while thore 
attempted to kill Keeper Gray. Ho is 
about forty-five years of age. and has 
served more than half his life in prison.

Smith America's Early Proem*. 


The civilization of Peru began about 


tlie same time as thut of Mexico, about 
500 years prior to the landing of Colum- 
bus. 
It is attributed to Manio, the first 


Peruvian king of the Incas line, who es- 
tablished the empire on a firm basis. He 
connected the country by a number of 
straight roads, often 100 miles in extent, 
and all connected with the capital. 


Along these roads were placed houses 


of repose and entertainment for the 
king's runners. 
Agriculture received 


much attention, and, on account of the 
scarcity of rain prevalent in that region, 
tlie fields were watered by canals led in 
from rivers and lakes. The people culti- 
vated maize, potatoes, ami cotton, and 
had quite an extensive commerce. 


The- religious character of the ancient 


Peruvians h an interesting study. They 
were much more developed in this re- 
ppect than their southern m'uhbors, and 
while the worship of tile sun seems to 
have been the religion of the people, their 
priests heein to have held tlie higher be- 
lief of a personal God, creator (if the sun 
and other heavenly budie.s. 


lliinuin Kirrificps uvri: almost 
un- 


known in Peiu, anil rannibali.Mii is never 
found. 
Picture writing was used to a 


great extent, and a record of time was 
kept by a system of knotted strings. 
They had quite developed in poetry, and 
we have still some thirty or forty of their 
songs, which wen- mainly ti|x>ii their af- 
fections.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


Varieties of fungi, or toadstools, as 


they arc popularly called, which give 
out light in a dark place have been re- 
ported from Australia and other parts of 
tho world. Tlie appearance of this in- 
teresting growth, as seen in Brazil, is de- 
scribed by an English naturalist. 


One dark night, about tho beginning 


of December, while passing along the 
streets, I observed some Ixiys amusing 
themselves with some luminous object, 


hich I at first supposed to be a kind of 


large firefly, but, on making inquiry, I 
found it to be a beautiful phosphorescent 
fungus, am' was told that it grew abund- 
antly in the neighborhood, on the decay- 
ing leaves of a dwarf palm. Next day I 
obtained a great many specimens, and 
found them to vary from one inch to two 
inches and a half across. 


The whole plant gives out at night a 


bright, phosphorescent light, of a pale 
greenish hue, similar to that emitted by 
the larger fireflies, or by tlie curious soft 
bodied marine animals. The light given 
out by a few of these fungi, in a dark 
room, was sufficient to road by.—Youth's 
Companion.

In 
these cases tiiat glass is acting as a prism, 
and is not doing the work it should, but 
i> causing a strain ujion the accommoda- 
tion, which ma\ be tlie starting point of 
a long series of nervous disorders. Again, 
the wearing of either eyeglasses or spec- 
tacles « ithout rims may in some cases 
cause MTV annoying and injurious symp- 
ti'ins fro;n the colors due to the pris- 
matic action of the edgr of the glass.—
